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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6, drawn to a peptide fingerprint. 

Group II, claim(s) 7-8, drawn to a method to determine if or confirm that the enzyme 
MMP12 is associated with disease Y. 

Group III, claim(s) 9-10, drawn to a method to determine the presence of a clinical 
condition known as disease Y. 

Group IV, claim(s) 11-12, drawn to a diagnostic test kit for determining the presence of a 
disease Y. 

Group V, claim(s) 13-14, drawn to a method to analyse the effect of a drug Z on the 
enzyme MMP12. 

Group VI, claim(s) 15, drawn to a diagnostic test kit for analyzing the effect of a drug Z 
on the enzyme MMP12. 

The inventions listed as Groups I- VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the common technical feature in all groups is a 
peptide fingerprint. This element cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 
because the element is shown in the prior art. Sacha (2003) teaches the mapping of MMP12 
digestion of elastin (page 337, left column, 1 st full paragraph). Thus, the application lacks unity 
of invention.
